So that the main duty of Christian justice is to nour- 
ish constantly in the heart a spirit of penance, and 
of deep regret for iniqhity. We, therefore, with St.. 
Austin, humbly own, that, in this life, our justice 
consists, rather in the forgiveness of sin, than in the 
perfection of virtue. 





On Satisraction.—Our doctrine respectiug the 
satisfaction which is due to God for sin, is another of 
those questions, which demands a few words of ex- 
planation ; in order that no doubt may remain upon 
it in the minds of our dissenting brethren. 

The belief, therefore,—the unanimous belief,—of 
Catholics respecting satisfaction, is this,—that Jesus 
Christ, at once both God and man, was, alone, in 
consequence of the infinite dignity of his person, 
capable of offering up to God a sufficient atonement 
for the sins of his guilty creatures. Having, how- 
ever, done this,—and done it even superabundantly, 
—it was in his power to apply the benefit of such 
expiation, in two different ways: either, in the first 
place, by an act of entire abolition, without any re- 
servation of any punishment whatsoever ; or else, by 
the commutation of a greater punishment into a light- 
er; that is, by the exchange of eternal sufferings into 
temporal ones. The former of the two methods is 
the most complete ; and at the same time, the most 
conformable to the notions of infinite goodness. And 
for these reasons it is, that God applies it, in the first 
instance, in the sacrament of baptism. ‘he latter 
is that, which, we believe, he makes use of in the 
forgiveness of those sins, which are committed after 
baptism ; being compelled, as it were, to this diminu- 
tion of his tenderness, by the ingratitude of those, 
who have thus abused the first benefits of his mercy. 
They are, consequently, obliged to endure a certain 
process of temporal punishment; although that, 
which is eternal has been kindly remitted to them.* 
It would, however, be wrong to infer from these 
principles, that Christ Jesus has not satisfied com- 
pletely for us. He has done so: and the inference, 
which the above principles present is, on the contra- 
ry, this,—that, having by the infinite price, which 
he has paid for our salvation, acquired an absolute 
dominion over us, he for this reason, forgives us, 
upon such conditions; under such laws; and with 
such restrictions, as, to his wisdom, appear most ap- 
propriate, and becoming. 

It would even be an act of injustice, and ingrati- 
tude, did we dare to contest with our beneficent Re- 
deemer the infinitude of his merits, under the illusive 
pretext, that, forgiving the sin of Adam, he has not, 
at the same time, released us likewise from all its 
consequences ; leaving us still subject to death, and 
to a variety of infirmities, both corporal and spiritual, 
which that offence had called down upon us. It is 
enough, that his goodness has paid, once, that ran- 
som, by which we shall, one day, be delivered from 
all those evils, which distress us now. It is ours, to 
receive with gratitude, and bumility, every token of 
his beneficence,—be they ever so small,—which his 
goodness is pleased to bestow ; considering in these, 
the steps, by which, in his wisdom, he accelerates 
the work of our reconciliation ; and displays, by a 
more striking manifestation, both the tenderness of 
his mercy, and the severity of his justice. 

For reasons similar to the preceding, we ought 
not to be astonished, if He, who has shown so much 
lenity in baptism, should also, after the violation of 
our sacred promises, show himself more rigorous, and

It is, consequently, in order to fulfil this obligation, 
that we are subjected to a certain series of painful 
duties,—duties, which, also, we are bound to com- 
ply with, in a spirit of deep humility, and contrition. 
It was the necessity of these labours of satisfaction, 
that compelled the church, during the early ages, to 
impose upon sinners those heavy mortifications, which 
we call the canonical penances. 

When, therefore, now, the church imposes upon 
sinners any painful and laborious duties, the act of 
performing these, is what we denominate Satisfac- 
tion. And when, in consequence of the extraordina- 
ry fervour, or piety, of the penitent, the church thinks 
proper to mitigate the severity of her discipline, this 
act of relaxation is the thing, which we term an In- 
dulgence.

Iris Peasantry.—Among the virtues which dis- 
tinguish the Irish peasantry, there is none which 
shines with more brilliancy than their filial piety — 
No nation can pay more respectful attention and im- 
‘plicit obedience to their parents. As there are no 
|parish work-houses in Ireland, the country would 
abound with destitute old people, were it not for the 
gratitude of their progeny. The Irish peasantry, 
especially the mountaineer, protects his parents in the 
decline of their years. ‘The mother assists in card- 
ing, spinning, or nursing ; the father hobbles about 
directing the young men at their work. At night, 
ithe best and easiest seat is appropriated to the ancient 
‘father or mother; and the best food is served up to 
them. “It is really,” says a traveller who had seen 
much of the habits of these people, “ an edifying and 
lovely sight to behold the respectful attention paid 
by these peasants to their aged parents, while the 
grand-children are taught to address them in the

light. What makes a deep impression on me, 
makes but a slight impression on another. Univer- 
sal orthodoxy has never been established, since Cain 
built the first city, and separated from the children 
of God, nor never will to the end of time. 

Amidst the dark and doubtfal images of things, 
the sport of passions, the prejudices of education, 
the disputes of the learned, and the clouds that hang 
over weak and fluctuating reason, it is hard to sepa- 
rate the clear from the obscure, truth from error, 
and to assign them their proper situations in light 
and shade. Addto this what I remarked before, 
that faith is a gift of God, to which the heart must 
be disposed by the operations of an interior grace, 
which God alone can give, and which is obtained 
more by prayer than by disputing. If we take a sur- 
vey of nature itself, which God has given up to the 
disputes of men, the smallest insect baffles our se- 
verest scrutiny. From the ant up to the elephant, 
and from the germination of a blade of grass, to the 
immense bodies that swim in the yielding ether 
above, every thing is inexplicable mystery. ‘The 
very soul with whose nature we should be better ac- 
quainted, and from whose active powers we derive 
our facultics and judgment, is a torch with which 
we are enabled to view the universe, and yet our 
philosophers know not where it shines. Some as- 
sign the brain for the seat of this immortal spirit ; 
others the blood; others the pineal gland; and 
others, unable to comprehend how matter and spirit 
can be so closely interwoven, as to form one com- 
pound called man, assert that the soul abides at a 
distance from the body, and influences it as the sun 
influences certain plants, that turn round and hu- 
mour its motion. 
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
